The  Cape  Cod  Visitor  Center 


Located  just  off  Highway  6 on  the  hill- 
side overlooking  beautiful  Salt  Pond,  the 
Cape  Cod  Visitor  Center  serves  as  the  prin- 
cipal orientation  and  information  center  for 
Cape  Cod  National  Seashore. 

The  lobby  features  a large  relief  map  of 
Outer  Cape  Cod  with  significant  places  of 
interest  within  the  National  Seashore  lo- 
cated on  the  map.  An  uniformed  employee 
is  on  duty  in  the  lobby  to  provide  infor- 
mation, maps  and  free  information  folders. 
Selected  books  on  Cape  history  and  natural 
history  are  for  sale.  A schedule  of  inter- 
pretive activities  within  the  National  Sea- 
shore also  is  available  here.  Guided  walks, 
evening  talks,  self-guided  nature  trails  are 
offered  to  acquaint  visitors  with  the  human 


and  natural  history  of  Cape  Cod  National 
Seashore. 

Slide  programs  or  motion  pictures  are 
presented  each  half  hour  in  the  vistor  center 
auditorium.  In  inclement  weather,  during 
the  summer  season,  evening  programs  which 
are  normally  scheduled  for  the  outdoor  am- 
phitheater will  be  given  in  this  auditorium. 

A museum  in  the  other  wing  of  the  vis- 
itor center  contains  exhibits  covering  natural 
history,  history,  Indian  life,  whaling,  fishing 
and  farm  life  on  Cape  Cod. 

Visitors  are  cordially  invited  to  see  the 
exhibits  and  attend  the  programs  offered 
without  charge  by  the  National  Park  Service. 

The  center  is  open  daily.

Gifts  may  be  left  at  the  Library,  or 
Frederick  H.  Jewell,  Curator,  wrill  gladly  ar- 
range to  pick  them  up. 

Apart  from  the  museum  and  lectures  from 
time  to  time,  the  Society  has  erected  signs 
in  the  old  cemeteries;  takes  an  interest  in 
their  care  and  upkeep;  and  other  worthy  his- 
torical projects  will  be  given  consideration. 

The  membership  fee  is  $1  a year  for 
adults;  50  cents  for  children;  and  is  open 
to  all  persons  interested  in  Eastham.

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Historical  Notes

THESE  HOUSES  ARE 

Much  has  been  written  about  old  houses, 
and  much  more  can  be  written,  especially 
about  houses  of  old  Eastham.  Driving  along 
the  highways  and  by-ways  of  Eastham,  we 
see  dates:  1730,  1741,  1750,  1783,  on  signs, 
on  chimneys,  over  doorways.  Looking  at 
these  old  houses  we  wonder;  who  were  the 


THE  COLE-LA  WTON  HOUSE 


This  three-quarter  Cape  house  was  the 
home  of  at  least  three  (possibly  more)  gen- 
erations of  Coles.  The  lirst  record  about  this 
house  was  found  in  town  records;  "In  1799 
Seth  Knowles  and  others  obtained  liberty 
of  the  town  to  dig  a canal  from  Herring 
Pond,  across  the  road  near  Timothy  Cole’s 
into  Great  Meadow  River  for  the  purpose 


of  letting  in  herring.”  This  same  year,  con- 
siderable investments  were  being  made  in 
the  manufacture  of  salt.  In  1826  Timothy 
Cole  owned  the  second  largest  Salt  Works 
in  the  Town.  From  the  earliest  U.S.  Govern- 
ment topographical  maps,  we  find  that  these 
Salt  Works,  vats,  mills,  etc.,  extend  westward 
from  the  house.

CAPT.  EDWARD  PENNIMAN  HOUSE 

One  of  the  arctic  whaling  Captains,  who 
attained  special  prominence  was  Captain 
Edward  Penniman.  In  1842,  when  eleven 
years  of  age  he  first  went  to  sea  aboard  a 
fishing  schooner.  In  I860  he  took  com- 
mand of  the  bark  Minerva.  It  was  during 
his  command  of  this  vessel  near  the  end  of 
the  Civil  War,  that  he  narrowly  escaped  en- 
counter with  the  Confederate  Cruiser  Shen- 
andoah, his  ship  being  the  special  object  of 
the  cruisers  search.  In  1868  he  engaged  in 
business  in  Chicago,  where  he  spent  the 
winters  of  four  years,  and  his  summers  in 
Eastham.  During  these  summers  he  was 
overseeing  the  building  and  landscaping  of 


his  residence,  where  he  later  retired  and 
spent  his  remaining  years.  He  lived  in  kind- 
ness and  firmness,  respected  by  all  who  knew 
him.

THE  OLD  CROSBY  TAVERN 


During  the  War  of  1812,  all  communi- 
cations by  water  with  Boston  and  other  com- 
mercial cities  were  cut  off  except  in  small 
boats  running  round  by  the  shore,  and  that 
with  much  danger  of  capture  and  impress- 
ment by  the  British.  An  incident  connected 
with  the  history  of  this  town  and  this  house, 
shows  that  Captain  Matthew  H.  Mayo,  ac- 
companied by  Captain  Winslow  L.  Knowles, 
left  Eastham  with  grain  for  Boston.  On  the 
return  trip  they  were  captured  by  the  British. 
Capt.  Knowles  was  sent  to  Boston  for  ran- 

THE  HIGGINS-YOUNG  HALF-HOUSE 


This  Cape  half -house  with  a small  ell  kit- 
chen, was  built  approximately  in  1835  by 


som;  Capt.  Mayo  was  detained  aboard.  Af- 
ter two  days  the  schooner  was  overtaken  by 
a severe  nor’ west  wind  and  Capt.  Mayo  ad- 
vised them  to  make  anchor  where  he  knew 
of  bad  holding  ground.  The  schooner  soon 
grounded  on  the  flats  of  Eastham.  The  men 
not  realizing  their  precarious  position  soon 
found  themselves  in  the  same  situation  as 
Capt.  Mayo.  The  Eastham  Militia  took  pos- 
session of  the  vessel  and  the  crew  was 
marched  to  the  Crosby  Tavern  and  there 
placed  under  guard. 

Ephraim  Higgins  (son  of  Elkanah  jr.)  a 
direct  descendant  of  Richard,  one  of  the  or- 
iginal settlers  of  Eastham,  in  1644.  Ephraim 
and  his  wife  Deborah  had  the  house  built 
on  about  2 Vi  acres  of  upland  and  marsh 
which  went  to  Rock  Harbor  Creek.  The 
house  was  built  with  wide  boards  from  Salt 
Works,  which  were  quite  abundant  in  that 
area  at  the  time.  When  Ephraim  and 
Deborah  moved  to  Brewster,  in  1857  the 
house  wras  sold  to  their  only  son  Orien,  and 
his  wife  Eliza.  Although  Orien  was  not  born 
in  this  house,  four  of  his  brothers  and  sisters 
were,  as  well  as  ten  of  his  eleven  children. 
Orien  was  a mariner,  following  the  sea  well 
over  50  years,  until  his  death  in  1910.
